WASHINGTON OP) — Treasury 
officials were reported today to be 
showing increasing concern about 
the way tax legislation is shaping 
up in Congress.

Cut 
excise taxes on some items far 
more than they think the govern­ 
ment can afford at this time, and 
2. 
Won’t move speedily enough on 
key parts of President Eisenhow­ 
e r’s own tax program.

stems from the strong support 
in 
Congress for a proposal advanced 
by Speaker Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
of Massachusets. Martin has sug­ 
gested 
that 
all 
federal 
excise 
taxes except those on liquor and 
tobacco bet cut back to a maximum 
of IO per cent. 
The 
treasury’s 
concern about 
possible congressional failure 
to 
move fast enough on Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s 
own tax 
program stems 
chiefly from past experience with 
the chairm an of the tax-framing 
House Ways & Means Committee, 
Rep 
Daniel A. Reed (R N. Y .). 
Reed fought the 
administration

and nail last 
year on 
tax 
questions.

What Is Fracturing? 
“ Fracturing” , 
in 
the 
layman* 
terms, is simply the cracking of the 
011 bearing rock so that the oil will 
flow freely into the hole. 
It is a relatively new operation 
discovered i i i recent years in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma by a petroleum chemist 
engineer, Dr George Roberts, along 
with the assistance of Floyd Farris, 
Joel ( lark George Howard, Charles 
Fast. II

Brainerd and W. G. 
Bearden. 
This new process has been very 
successful in the oil fields of the 
southwest and Texas but just in 
the last year 
in the Illinois Oil 
basin 
Mostly on old abandoner!, 
dry holes that tested very little oil 
on drill stem li sts, being reopened 
and fractured 
How It Works 
Gel, (a mixture of oil and chem- i 
ieals) is mixed in a large mixer at I 
the surface of the hole, with white, 
clean, large grained sand 
It is 
then pumped through special tub­ 
ing installed inside of the easing, 
with a high pressure portable pump 
that will but lr! up a head of more 
than 2,000 pounds, down to the oil 
bearing strata where it is forced 
into the surrounding hard rock at 
the lint tom of the hole 
The hydraulic force of the fluid 
‘'fractures” the pay zone and the 
sand in the fluid “ props” open the 
cracks. 
After all of the gel and 
sand have been pumped into the 
pay, the pressure is held on the 
tubing with rubber packers that 
prevent the fluid Dom escaping up 
the hole 
The gel thins af the bottom of 
the hole, due to the intensity of the 
heat, which gets greater the deeper 
you go, letting it flow* freely into 
the oil bearing formation 
In about 
12 hours, the pressure is released 
from the tubing and the oil begins 
to flow up the easing, 
if it is go­ 
ing to be an oil well 
Today. White and Wayne coun­ 
ties have more active operations 
than anytime i i i their 16 years of 
ml business, due almost entirely 
to this fracturing of pay zones 
Sixty per cent of the production is 
coming I rom old abandoned holes 
where the Aux Vases (pronounced 
O Vas) didnt show any signs of 
commercial

After fracturing, many of 
them have flowed as much as 400 
barrels oil a day. 
Saline and Gallatin counties can
